NEXT  STEPS  FOR  MEASURE  H 

Over  the  past  18  months,  we  have  seen  incredible  progress  by  the  City  and  County  of  Los  Angeles  to 
create  a  coordinated  approach  towards  addressing  homelessness.  Both  entities  adopted  comprehensive 
plans  that  involved  significant  stakeholder  input  and  the  plans  are  now  being  implemented  largely  due  to 
voter  approval  of  Measure  HHH  and  Measure  H.  Measure  HHH  is  a  $1.2B  bond  that  can  be  used  to 
acquire  and/or  improve  property  for  homeless  housing,  temporary  shelter,  storage  facilities  and 
affordable  housing.  Measure  H  will  allocate  approximately  $355  million  per  year  for  ten  years  to  support 
homeless  services  including  rapid  re-housing  efforts.  Together  these  Measures  are  bringing  new 
resources  to  implement  proven  strategies  to  prevent  and  address  homelessness  including:  permanent 
supportive  housing;  specialized  outreach;  mental  health  treatment;  and  interim  housing.  A  50-member 
Measure  H  revenue  planning  group  was  established  and  this  group  will  conclude  its  work  in  May  2017. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors  will  also  be  making  appointments  to  a  5-member  permanent  advisory  board.
